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CALGARY ENHIBIT, 

Toronto Globe: The exhibit sent to the 
Toronto Fair by the Calgary District, No W. 
Po, arrived on Saturday, Tt is in charge of 
Mesos, BP. Donglas and J, Maw, members of 
the Calgary town council There was an 
exhibit trom the district at the east base of 
the Roekica at the fodustrial last year, but 
iteame with the Manitoba display and was 
eecompan ed by no one fron the district 
whence it came. The representatives who 
are with the display this year are proud of 
the honor of citizenship in a town of 3,000 or 
1,000 popalation where five years ago there 
was no settlement, The exhibit is of corenls 
and vegetables, coal and sandstone and a 
handsome collection of mountain sheeps’ 
heads, Accompanying the exhibit is the 
first white man to tun the sod of Calgary. 
Sam Livingstone, in his rough dack tron 
sors, coarse flannel shirt and wide brimmed 
hat, representa the earliest stage of civiliza 
tion in the west. He is 61 years of age and 
not an old-looking man, althoagh his long 
hair is gvey. Elis eyes are as keen and his 
hand as steady as when in the fifties he 
chased the buffalo over the prairie with 
borse and gan. He is the oldest settler in 
the old Calgary distriet, which was larger 
then than the present, and is @ mine of ine 
formation on hunting, wooderaft and prairie 
crafi, mountain eraft and Indian craft. He 
was never on a railway train until he board 
ed the CL 2. RL eastbound train te come 
dowu here, Tle was ene of the California 
forty-viers. In ESS0 he wont overland to 
Ititush Columbia from California, Tn 1859 
he becatae hunter for the survey party tat 
was rinning the 40th paratlel, and he was 
with them fora year anda balf, He came 
to Edimonton on this side of the Rockies in 
1862 and to Calgary in S74. ‘The old haunt. 
er is ou bis favorite theme when he gets 
spinning yarns of buffalo hunts, but he mo 
deotly retaved to tell anything of bis frdlian 
fighany tu the border days whon the “red 
shin’ Was a natural cnomy, With @ regret. 
tal sigh he will tel how he began to bill the 
soil only when the buffalo began to wane. 
Bieooh loading guns were the caase of the 
extinction of the buftale, he ways, Among 
the lidians this interesting old man has 
several names.
